Veterans o f Wo rld War II and histo rians 
will nev er fo rget the Battle o f the Co ral 
See. But time flies fo r o thers and remind­ 
ers are in o rder. 
The Battle o f the Co ral Sea was fo ught 
in .April o f 194 2 as the ultimate defense o f 
Australia. The preceding weeks were dire 
o nes fo r Australia fo r as the J apanese war 
machine thundered nearer, the Australians 
fo und themselv es tragically sho rt handed. 
Mo st o f their tro o ps were far away in the 
Middle East and were .so deeply co mmitted 
they co uldn’t be sent ho me. But during the 
darkest ho ur a millio n Americans to gether 
with .ships and planes arriv ed, thanks to 
the precio us day s gained a few weeks ear­ 
lier by the reso lute .American defense o f 
Bataan, in the Philippines. 
American and Australian tro o ps went o ff 
sho ulder to sho ulder to the jungle islands 
to co nfro nt the o nrushing J aps. And the 
ships and the planes went into actio n. Fo r 
a while it was to uch and go . Then came 
the fo ur critical day s. When they were 
o v er the battered ships, the sky weary 


planes and the unrelenting ground troops of 
the United States and Australia had turned 
the tide of the war. .Australia was saved 
and the three y ear retreat of Japan was 
underway . 
Ultimately 5 million .Americans 
us e d 
•Australia as a staging ground in the long 
war. and .American attention perforce is 
divided between the Coral Sea battle and 
the other great ones that occurred before 
the Japanese surrendered. But to the Aus­ 
tralians Coral Sea is still the big one. It 
is at once a monument to military deter­ 
mination against odds and an unforgettable 
spiritual ex perience in friendship. The Aus­ 
tralians have not forgotten the Americans. 
Each y ear they hold a national observance 
oi the battle and alway s invite a distin­ 
guished .American military man as honor 
guest 
.And each y ear American veterans 
who became .Au.stralians get out their old 
World War H uniforms and march in the 
parades and the Australians just love it. 
^ There is an international friendship for vou 
that is not going to break in any definable 
period of time.

The influential Denv er Po st bluntly walked

The peo ple did no t reject 
Ro ckefeller. The party o rganizatio n pro mpt­ 
ed by Nix o n lo cked him o ut. 
The Po st co ntinued describing Nix o n as 
“ strictly a party pro duct,” who is “ reaso n­ 
ably sm art.” But it co ntended that the Re­ 
publican party “ made him what he is — 
v ice president by v irtue o f a ride o n Eisen­ 
ho wer’s co attails.” 
The Po st statement rev erberated fro m 
to ast to co ast and its impact was in-

creased by the general knowledge that the 
paper staunchly supported Eisenhower two 
terms. The effect of rejecting .Nixon cannot 
be fully calculated at this time, but as a 
blow to his fortunes it was augmented by 
other current factors. Among these is the 
disaffection of the conservative right wing 
of the party and Nix on’s own failure to 
demonstrate popular strength in the prefer­ 
ential primaries. 
Clearly the Denver Post is bearing in 
mind the period of Thomas Dewey and 
seeing in it a parallel, Dewey , also a master 
manipulator of parly organization, success­ 
fully slashed down such Republican pre.si- 
dential bidders as the late Robert Taft and 
Harold Stas.sen, but he could not prevail 
with the electorate and lost both to Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt and to Harry Truman. The 
Republican party is in no position to pro­ 
mote another miscarriage.

J he need lor intimate knowledge and 
understanding is not confined to the distant 
uture, either. It is an urgent demand of 
the present. 


Th^ere is growing recognition of that need 
in the United States, The rapid growth of 
student ex change programs in the past 
10 
y ears is evidence of that fact. The clamor 
of y oungsters in Iowa and eslewhere for 
opportunities to participate in these ex ­ 
change programs is encouraging evidence 
also that the inteif^ts of .American y outh 
are keeping pace with the.se demands.

The Washington pedigree
